the Indian territory in Oklahoma. 
Thy crossed the Mississippi Ri- 
ver at Cape dlrardeau and one 
segment of the march entered Ar- 
kansas Just north of Pocahontas. 


Melzler says the late Sam A. 


Leath is the only white man to 
retrace the entire route. Mr.

River), near Henderson (cross- 
ing the North Fork River), and 
upstream on White River above 
Cotter. Long Creak was crossed 
northwest of Alpena Pass.

Switch. At Blue Springs, north- 
west of Eureka Springs in the 
bend of the White River, many 
hieroglyphics can be found since 
they rested four nights and three 
days there.

From there, they 
passed near Busch, Garfield, Pea 
Ridge, Bentonville, and Fayette- 
ville. 
One branch turned west 


at Bentonville and the others went 
west of FayettevUl&to Jflin a&BNJj 
at Park Hill Indian Territory, 
their destination,, which is south 
of Talhequah, Oklahoma. 


Thirteen thousand began the 


long journey, later known as the 
Trail of Tears because of the 
hardships and heartbroken In- 
dians. Of these, only some 7,000 
reach their destination.

crude pole markers were left to 
show the final resting places of ' 
the dead.

(AP) — Medics are looking for 
ways to block brain impulses, 
triggered at times by fear or 
panic, which can switch off > 
healthy human heart and cause 
sudden death. 


Studies on how to short-circuit 


the killer Impulses are under 
way at the University of Oklaho« 
ma Medical Center. 


The fatal brain impulses can 


be brought about by several fac- 
tors, said Dr, Stewart Wolf, dU, 
rector of the neurosciences sec- 
tlon of the Oklahoma Medical 
Research Foundation, 


"Drowning victims," he said, 


often are found to have no water 
in their lungs, "The patient just 
died of a turned«off heart as » 
result of fear or panic , , , the 
same could be true of those wlio 
died from snakebites," Ho add» 
ed that only 15 to 30 per cent of 
snakebite fatalities have had 
enough venom to kill them, 


"Heart attacks occur most 


frequently/' 
Wolf 
said, "in 


those emotionally upset, those 
depressed, or those at the end of 
their rope, shunned by a tight 
society, with no place to turnf 
"Sudden death may be due tP 


a combination, which may in* 
dude heart 
damage, chronic 


emotional states such as dejee* 
tlon 
and discouragement 
or 


other factors, such as over* 
whelming or sudden fear," 


Wolf said "we know it isposs 


sjbje to activate in iflJmajs the 
brain mechanism which turns

He said the 
brain device will be implanted 
under the skin of the head and 
could be activated by an outside 
radio, He said the device initial* 
ly will be used to learn which 
areas of the brain control which 
activities of the heart. 


"We must reverse the long 


held general opinion that the 
heart controls the brain," Del- 
gado said. "We're finding it is 
the brain which controls blood 
pressure, 
hypertension, heart 


rate, heart rhythm and electro- 
cardiogram nctlvity," 


Reform Still 
Promised by 
Vietnamese

SAIGON (AP) - The new ci- 


vilian-style government In South 
Vietnam has been in office near- 
ly 
three 
months. 
President 


Nguyen Van Thieu's friends say 
he will be moving soon to start 
the reforms that long have been 
considered essential to win po- 
pular support for the Saigon re- 
gime. 


His critics, Vietnamese and 


American alike, are showing 
signs of impatience. The lack of 
early progress led one Ameri- 
can official to complain— anony- 
mously: "Bold, dynamic leader- 
ship hasn't been there." 


While Thleu, a former gener- 


al, Is now president and com- 
mander of the armed forces, he 
still must work with the gener- 
als who ruled South Vietnam un- 
der a military junta for several 
years. 


Although 
the generals no 


doubt realize that things have 
changed and that a coup is no 
longer possible if there is to be 
continued U.S. support of the 
government, many feel Thleu is 
a threat to their power. 


He could be if he chose to go 


speecpplans to eliminate cor- 
ruption and inefficiency at all 
levels. 


So far Thleu has chosen to go 


slowly. 


In addition, personal differ- 


ences between Thieu and Vice 
President 
Nguyen Cao Ky, a 


former air marshal, have ham- 
pered executive 
decision-mak- 


'ing. 


Both, men deny they are feud- 


ing, but people close to them 
say that snubs and Imagined 
snubs cause the two men to 
avoid each other. Thieu and Ky 
appear together in public only 
occasionally. 


Rumors persist that Ky has 


been masterminding an anti- 
American program in the news- 
papers to discredit Thleu. Ky 
denies this. He has told associ- 
ates that Thleu has given him 
little to do In the government. 


The House of Representatives 


and the Senate, elected in Sep- 
tember and October, only re- 
cently 
completed 
setting up 


their rules and electingofficers. 
They still have not acted on any 
legislation, although committees 
are looking Into several prob- 
lems, 


Thleu 
met with 
President 


Johnson in Australia last month, 
Vietnamese sources say John- 
son was disturbed by reports 
that Ky had formed his own 
"government," complete with a 
shadow cabinet, and at times 
was abje to rally the more pow- 
erful South Vietnamese generals 
behind 
himself 
and 
against 


Thieu, 


Unless Thleu consolidated Ms 


power as president, Johnson Is 
supposed 
to have told him, 


much-needed reforms could fall 
by the wayside, Johnson likely 
had heard reports that Premier 
Nguyen Van Lpc, torn between 
obeying directives from Thleu 
and Ky, had not shown any 
great effectiveness, 


As associates picture Jt, Thjeij 


couldn't agree more about the 
need to consolidate his power. 


The military still represents 
the only nationally organised 
force besides the Communists, 
and as such Thieu neecjs Its sups- 
port,

A—The sex of most persoris 


is determined at the moment 
the female reproductive ceU 
(ovum) is penetrated by trie 
sperm, which may carry an X 
chromosome and produce a 
girl or a Y chromosome and 
produce a boy. Examination 
of the human embryo without 
a microscopic study of the 
chromosomes gives no clue as 
to its sex until the 9th or 10th 
week of development, At this 
stage the corresponding parts 
of the reproductive system be- 
gin to become differentiated. 
The fold that becomes the fe- 
male vulva becomes the scro- 
tum in the male; the clitoris 
in the female becomes the 
penis in the male; the gonads 
become ovaries in the female 
and testicles in the male. 


It is true that in a few cases 


this differentiation is not com- 
plete and faulty development 
gives rise to infants with ab/ 
normal reproductive organs! 
In the past, these unfortunate 
children were raised as girls 
because their condition was 
thus made easier to conceal 
but now, through our ability 
to determine the true sex of a 
child microscopically, it Is 
possible in many cases with 
surgery or sex hormones to 
correct the error and give the 
child a chance to be what he 
or she really is.

Warns of 
GOP Thrust 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) — State 


Democratic 
Party 
Chairman 


Leon Catlett thanked one of his 
critics Tuesday for showing an 
interest in party affairs, but 
cautioned him to guard against 
being influenced by Republican 
members of his family. 


Catlett made public a letter 


he sent to Leroy Blankenship of 
Walnut Ridge, president of the 
Lawrence County Young Demo- 
crats, 
one of several 
YDC 


groups that have called for Cat- 
lett to convene the party's state 
committee, or resign. 


Catlett has indicated he plans 


to do neither. 


Catlett thanked 
Blankenship 


for his Interest, but pointed out 
that Blankenship's brother, Bill, 
was a "paid field representative 
of the Republican governor" for 
two years. 


The party chairman also in- 


quired about criticism of the 
weekly 
television 
program, 


"Mo '68,'• which Blankenship's 
club had described as "ill- 
conceived and inept," 


"You do not point out the 


fault you find with "Info '68," 
Catlett wrote, "Is it the content 
of the program, or is it the 
manner In which the program is 
presented?" 


Catlett, who previously had 


claimed to have thought of the 
program, sajcj Jn Ms letter that 
"Democrats 
from 
over the 


state" conceived the program 
to point out the "disastrous 
conditions resulting from the 
bungled and inept actions of the 
opposite party,"

The National Association of 


Manufacturers, saying industry 
has achieved good results In this 
area, questioned the need for a 
federal program. 


Johnson's goal, stated Mon- 


day, is to create 500,000 jobs for 
hard-core unemployed in the na- 
tion's 15 biggest cities. The 
three-year program isn't ex- 
pected to have a significant Im- 
pact on slum restlessness this 
summer.

Johnson named about a dozen 


top business leaders to a Nation- 
al 
Alliance of Businessmen 


which will work with the gov- 
ernment on the program. Henry 
Ford II, board chairman of the 
Ford Motor Co., will head it. 


Under the program, the gov- 


ernment "fybuld;•;'plnpolh't 'the 
hard-core unemployed and pri- 
vate business would provide the 
training, aided by federal funds. 


George Meany, president of 


the AFL-CIO, said the 14-mil- 
llon-member labor federation 


' will support Johnson's manpow- 
er proposals. But he said that to 
reach the ultimate goal of full 
employment 
"the 
government 


must be the employer of last 
resort." 


He said Congress would have 


to enact legislation creating one 
million public service jobs if the 
problem of hard-core unemploy- 
ment is to be solved. 


Meany also said the Presi- 


dent's proposal needs "careful 
policing" to assure that federal 
Job-training money isn't used as 
a "disguised wage subsidy" to 
business. 


Allan Shivers, president of the 


U.S. Chamber of Commerce, 
welcomed Johnson's "decision 
to try to develop Job opportuni- 
ties In private enterprise for the 
hard-core 
unemployed rather 


than 
to create 
public Jobs 


through government financing." 


But Shivers added; "No Job 


program should promise more 
than it can deliver." 


He said Job programs "should 


not be promoted as guarantees 
against civil disorder. The facts 
from Watts, Detroit and other 
cities show there Is not neces- 
sarily a correlation between un- 
employment and riots," 


W, P. Gullander, president of 


the 
National Association of 


Manufacturers, expressed hope 
"industry will have an equal 
voice in planning and managing 
the program," 


Put he expressed reserva- 


tions, 
saying industry 
"has 


achieved sigriifleant results in 
this field and can look, forward 
to continued improvement, 


"We question the need of R 


major new federal program Jn» 
voiving further regulations," 
Gullander added, 


In Congress, it appeared cer« 


tain the Senate an<J House U» 
bor Committees would endorse

Congressional 
Republicans 


charge

son have prolonged the Vietnam 
war.

George 
Murphy, R-Callf., as master of 
ceremonies. 


An audience of Republican 


congressmen and senators In 
the auditorium of a Senate of- 
fice building clapped enthusias- 
tically before and after each 
speech, interrupting more than 
50 times with applause, 


Senate Republican Leader Ev- 


erett M. Dirksen, who has given 
firm backing to President John- 
son's Vietnam policies Jn pre- 
vious years, was absent because 
of illness, Sen, John G, Tower 
carried the GOP banner on the 
war issue, 


The Texas Republican ac- 


cused the Johnson administra- 
tion of following what he termed 
"a self-defeating policy of grad- 
ualism" which he said "caused 
us to pull our punches; it pro. 
longed 
the fighting; it cost 


American lives unnecessarily, 
"This war could be over today 


if the Johnson Administration 
had acted with determination 
instead of with vacillation," he 
added.
